Medoc, the greatest son of American 
Eclipse, was foaled in 1829, and was bred 
by James Bathgate, West Farms, Westches- 
ter County, N. Y. He was out of Young 
Maid of the Oaks, also the dam of Kathy 
Ann (through her descend all modern 
horses carrying the blood of Commando), 
Midas, Cora, Gipsey, Highland Mary, etc., 
one of the most distinguished matrons of 
her generation, by *Expedition and out of 
the still more famous Maid of the Oaks by 
Spread Eagle. Medoc made his first start 
as a 3-year-old and he easily won a stake 
at mile heats. He was then purchased by 
John C. Stephens, thereby becoming a sta- 
ble-companion of the famous Black Maria, 
also by American Eclipse. Medoc won his 
only other start, in a stake of $1,500, 2-mile 
heats, as a 3-year-old. As a 4-year-old 
Medoc started three times, winning one 
stake at 4-mile heats, after four hard heats, 
and his next in an equally hard race at 3- 
= heats, when he again had to go four 
eats. 


A company was then formed in Kentucky 
for Medoc’s purchase and he began service 
there in 1835. His first 3-year-olds came 
out in 1839 and Medoc became a sensation, 
but unfortunately late that fall he broke his 
leg and died three days later at the early 
age of ten years. His loss became apparent 
the next year as he led the winning sires 
of 1840. He was the first stallion that 
was able to check the success of *Leviathan, 
which had assumed the lead in 1837, and 
maintained it through 1838 and _ 1839. 
Though Medoc had a much smaller number 
of his get racing, he again led *Leviathan 
in 1841. His offspring came to hand early, 
but they also developed into 4-mile horses 
of the first class, and in 1841 his son Grey 
Medoc won the fastest 4-mile heat race at 
that distance ever run. 


Medoe was a rich red chestnut and was 
the most blood-like, as well as, the best son 
of his sire. His blood is still breeding on 
as through him are descended all of the 
modern horses carrying the blood of Fair 
Play, Hanover, Hindoo and Virgil.

Elortondo of El Moro 


A recent visitor to Kentucky was Luis 
Elortondo, 34-year-old manager of the El 
Moro Stud of the family of Adolfo Bull- 
rich. owners of the largest firm of Thor- 
oughbred auctioneers in Argentina. 

One of Argentina’s largest stud farms, 
E! Moro is 30 miles from Buenos Aires 
and is the home of 3 stallions and more 
than 100 broodmares. Standing there are 
Penny Post (1945, Embrujo—Encomienda, 
by Parwiz), leading 3-year-old of 1948 and 
at the time of his retirement the leading 
money winner in Argentina, and the Eng- 
lish-bred Cairngorm (1947, Hyperion— 
Flowerdale, by *Bahram) and Bulldozer 
(1942. Panorama—Boquet. by Buchan). 
The farm breeds for the market. 

Elortondo lad come to Kentucky from 
California where he supervised the landing 
of 5 Argentinian horses which he planned 
to race at Hollywood Park before offering 
them for sale. Included in the shipment 
is *Yauea, winner of the Argentinian 
Oaks (Seleccion) and rated the third- 
best filly in the Argentine last year. The

The youthful stud manager spent 2 
days touring farms at Lexington, noting 
American methods and answering ques- 
tions about Argentina. The questions 
focused on the auction of 2-year-olds, held 
each year from October to December at 
Buenos Aires. 

The larger farms sell as many as 4 
groups of 2-year-olds, and it is the custom 
to sell the best horses first and the others 
later. The consignments are graded by 
the owner in the order of quality and they 
are sold in that order. Occasionally the 
highest price is brought by the second 
or third lot, but generally the prices are 
in line with the breeders’ estimates. Buy- 
ers consequently attend the sessions at 
which the prices are most likely to suit 
their limits. Elortondo was unable to say 
how the custom originated. but he said it 
had worked to the satisfaction of both 
breeder and buyer. 

Elortondo hoped to be home for the 
fealing season, which starts late in July. 


Scholarship 


The Thoroughbred Racing Associations’ 
Grantland Rice Scholarship. worth ap- 
proximately $10.000. this week was award- 
ed to Thomas E. Templin. a 17-year-old 


high school senior from Lexington. The 
scholarship pays expenses for a 4-year 
course at Vanderbilt University and pro- 
vides summertime employment in which 
the student is placed in some phase of 
Thoroughbred racing. 

Young Templin. a son of Edwards M. 
Templin. promotion manager of the Lex- 
ington Herald-Leader, plans to major in 
English with an emphasis on creative 
writing. 


W ithout Bitterness 


The Missouri House of Representatives 
voted 89 to 31 against a public referendum 
on pari-mutuel betting. but the state’s 
horsemen took their defeat philosophically, 
with more logic than most legislatures are 
with more logic than the legislature was. 
entitled to. 

True Davis. president of the Horse 
Sportsman’s Association of Missouri, 
which was formed this year to promote: 
racing legislation, said in a letter to mem-: 
bers. “I feel that most of us working on: 
the bill rather expected a setback in this 
session. for a bill of this type will prob- 
ably take several sessions to pass. We 
must look upon this year’s effort as the 
beginning of an educational move, and 
will have to work toward the next session. 
... In my opinion, I feel that most of 
the legislators voting against the bill did 
not realize that by their passage it was 
only preparing the way for ... a refer- 
endum.” 

‘Well. the legislators may not have 
known exactly what the bill said, but it 
has been our observation that an under- 
standing of the fine print is completely 
unnecessary to the legislative function. 
A legislator who reads and thinks for him- 
self just gets in the way of things. 


Zantker's Oriane 


While traveling through Europe last 
fall. Edgar Zantker, owner of Swanside 
Farm, Lexington, bought a yearling filly 
at the September yearling sales at Balls- 
bridge for 2.500 guineas ($7.350). Named 
Oriane. she was left in Ireland to race and 
on March 23 at Phoenix Park won her 
first start, taking the Ashtown Plate, the 
first 2-year-old filly event of the Irish 
racing season. 

Oriane. by Anwar—Staunton. by *The 
Satrap. is a half-sister to *Windy City IT, 
leading 2-year-old in England in 1951. He 
was imported to the U. S.. and in 1952 
he won the San Gabriel and San Felipe 
Stakes and was second to Hill Gail in the 
Santa Anita Derby. Zantker will bring

Wheeling Downs for Sale 


William G. (Big Bill) Lias this week 
lost his battle for control of Wheeling 
Downs race track. Federal Judge Harry 
E. Watkins ordered the track be sold by 
public auction on June 12 to satisfy the 
U. S. Government’s tax claim against 
Lias. 

The U. S. Supreme Court last month 
rejected Lias’ appeal from the U. S. Tax 
Court. Lias’ tax bill has been set at $3.- 
285,632, and Wheeling Downs is his princi- 
pal asset. 

Judge Watkins said that the govern- 
ment would not consider any bid of less 
than $1,800.060. Lias said he already had 
received 4 offers for the track, including 
3 at $1.800.000 or more. The buyers re- 
ported by Lias and the amounts they have 
offered: John B. Kelly, president of At- 
lantic City race track, $1,500,000; Murray 
Realty Company. Philadelphia, $1,800,000; 
Maurice Malakoff. Philadelphia, $2.150,- 
000; and Albert Sprung, New York $2,- 
200.000. 

According to terms of the sale, the 
successful bidder must deposit a_certi- 
fied check for $100.000 on the day of the 
sale and pay the balance in cash within 10 
days. 

Wheeling Downs has been granted a 
58-day meeting. opening July 10. James 
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Calumet’s Gen. Duke, scratched from the Derby because of a sore left fore foot, 
came back from a workout at Pimlico on May 13 so sore that he was scratched 
from the Preakness and may not be able to run in the Belmont Stakes on June 15. 


G. McClure, chairman of the West Vir- 
ginia Racing Commission, said he believed 
the commission would allow the track’s 
new owner to postpone the opening date 
if it were not possible to conclude all 
arrangements by July 10.

The Bruise 


BaLtimore. The radio on the wall out- 
side Stall 4 of Pimlico’s Barn J blared 
grating rock ’n’ roll music. Inside, 3 fig- 
ures knelt in ankle-deep straw, inspecting 
a horse’s foot which was cradled in the 
soft chamois of blacksmith’s apron. 
Voices, speaking in clipped sentences, 
were hushed. 

An impeccably-attired man with a neatly- 
trimmed mustache mumbled something to 
an assistant straining against the stall 
webbing and the young man rushed off, re- 
turning in a few moments with an instru- 
ment that looked very much like a set of 


calipers. Foot-testers, the blacksmith 


called them. 


The jaws of the instrument closed on 
the walls of the horse’s raised left fore 
foot. No reaction. Four more times the 
same procedure was followed on different 
parts of the same foot. Then the jaws 
clenched a spot on the outside of the heel 
and the horse flinched ever so slightly 
as pressure was applied. The jaws re- 
leased their grip. The third man, trainer 
H. A. (Jimmy) Jones, pointed to the ten- 
der area and said something inaudible to 
anyone but his companions. 

When the horse’s foot at last was put 
down, the 3 men stood up and brushed 
straw from their clothing. A lead shank 
was snapped on the brown horse’s halter 
and the animal turned, leaving his stall 
for 4 or 5 circuits of the shed-row. Two 
of the men followed. their eyes searching 
for something they didn’t want to see. 

Jones ordered the groom to turn the 
horse in tight circles. Then he lifted the 
foot and the man with the mustache closed 
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in again. A dusty shaft of light momen- 
tarily sparked on the full bar shoe. A felt 
liner separated it from the hoof. 


The 3-Phase Treatment 


Later, when the horse had been re- 
turned to his stall. Jones had time to 
explain. 

“I had Dr. Coneley come down this 
morning from New Jersey to satisfy my- 
self that I was doing the right thing with 
Gen. Duke’s foot . . . It'll take time. The 
General turned pretty good this morning, 
though he showed a slight tenderness a 
couple of times. The hell of it is that you 
find yourself imagining things, seeing 
things that aren’t there. If you didn’t 
know about his foot you’d never spot 
anything watching him walk.” 

A half-hour earlier, Gen. Duke had been 
on the Pimlico track for a 3-furlong 
breeze in :3735. With regular exercise 
boy Joe Swart up, he went quite willingly. 
even more so than did Iron Liege in his 
slow half-mile breeze a few moments later. 

Now, sitting in a camp chair and chew- 
ing on a piece of straw. Jones outlined 
the treatment used on Gen. Duke’s bruised 
heel, which first came to light after his 
world-record-equaling performance in the 
Florida Derby on March 30. 

“In Louisville we used hot-water therapy 
and hot packs to try to localize the infec- 
tion, but we abandoned that when there 
wasn’t enough pus to draw the sore spot 
to a head. Then we tried cold-water treat- 
ments, hoping to scatter the infection so 
that it would be absorbed by the horse’s 
system. Presently we are in the third stage 
—toughening the heel with twice-daily ap- 
plications of an iodine-ether solution. 

“I can’t say now whether or not he'll 
go in the Preakness. He'll have to show 
me he’s ready. We'll know a lot more 
after we work him Tuesday. But right 
now it’s a day-to-day thing. like when we 
were coming up to the Derby .. . You can 
say he’s a_ possibility — but a remote 


one. 


It seemed incredulous that we had 
talked 15 minutes without once mentioning 
the Derby winner watching us from his 
stall not more than 12 feet away. 

Awaiting the arrival of blacksmith John 
Bosley. who was to shoe Iron Liege, Jones 
talked of Calumet Farm’s successful sea- 
son. 

“You know,” he said, “a lot of folks 
say I'm lucky. Every time that’s said I 
think of a remark Gene Mori made sev- 
eral years ago when someone congratu- 
lated him upon his streak of good luck 
in business. You know what Mori said? 

“Mori said, ‘Yes. it seems that the 
harder I work the luckier I get.’ 

“Tt’s the same way with us at Calumet. 
A lot of folks mistake plain old hard 
work for luck. They tend to forget all 
the hard work that goes into our opera-

tion. If it’s true that hard work is respon- 
sible for what’s happening to us now, 
I've still got a lot more good luck coming 
my way.” 


Dead-Ringer for Coaltown 


The blacksmith arrived. Jones hitched 
up his trousers and followed into [ron 
Liege’s stall. The Derby winner’s shoes 
were pulled off and replaced. The plates 
the colt wore in the Derby were hardly 
marked at all. 

“He’s not hard on shoes,” Jones ob- 
served, rubbing the dirt from the plates, 
which will be fashioned into momentoes. 
Pointing toward the track, he = said, 
“There’s good cushion and little jar out 
there. We’re taking off the felt pads. He 
won't need em here.” 

While the blacksmith toiled. Iron Liege’s 
groom. Wendell Griffin. said. to no one in 
particular, “This horse’s got a flat hip 
like Citation, hasn’t he?”

“Yes. he does.” Jones said. now sitting 
almost under the horse. 

“But his rump’s not as high as Cita- 
tion’s.” Griffin added. 

When the blacksmith was gone the talk 
shifted back to Gen. Duke. smaller (Jones 
estimates 15:214) and darker than 16- 
hand Iren Liege. He has the good head 
of a Bull Lea, with a remarkably expres- 
sive eye. 

“Gen. Duke’s a dead-ringer for Coal- 
town, “cept he’s smaller.” Jones said. 
“When he fills out this fall he'll be a 
real good-looking horse. This colt doesn’t 
have the early dash that Coaltown had — 
but he’s got more hang-on. The only time 
he didn’t really pour it on in the stretch 
was in his second start. when he shin- 
bucked. 

“Both these horses look awfully well 
for what they've been through this year, 
don’t you think?” 

I agreed and asked a question. “Jimmy. 
last spring when you brought Fabius to 
Pimlico I asked which of the Calumet 
2-year-olds you liked best. Know what 
you said? You gave me 3 names — Gen. 
Duke. Iren Liege, and Simon Kenton, in 
that order. How about this year?” 

Jimmy pushed back his hat, rubbed 
his chin. 

“Well-l-l-l. We got some nice colts.” 

I pressed a bit. 

“Well. I like our Tom Fool—Two Lea 
colt (Tim Tam) an awful lot. Then there's 
the *Khaled—Jennie Lee colt (Jeriel) 
and the Citation—Ralda colt (Federal 
Eagle). Is that enough?” 


Tough-Luck Horse 
Thinking I already had taken enough of 
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the trainer’s time. I moved on to look at 
Bold Ruler and Federal Hill. then chatted 
with Vance Longden. who in a few hours 
would be sending out *St. Vincent to at- 
tempt his second Dixie Handicap triumph. 
The first, 2 years ago. ended in a new 
American turf course record for 13g miles. 
Since then the English-bred gelding has 
traveled a long, hard road. 


After winning the 1955 Dixie, *St. Vin- 
cent very nearly bowed his left front ten- 
don in the Suburban Handicap. The 
tendon was fired and later blistered 3 
times. Then followed daily swim periods 
in Half Moon Bay, below San Francisco. 
While Longden’s horses were at Del Mar. 
*St. Vincent swam in the surf of the 
Pacific. With Vance up, *St. Vincent 
swam for 15 minutes and remained in the 
water another 45 minutes every day for 
almost a year. Early in February Vance 
brought *St. Vincent back to the races at 
Santa Anita. In the third start of his 
comeback the gelding won the 114-mile 
Washington’s Birthday Handicap on the 
Camino Real course at Arcadia. 

This year’s Dixie, however, was not to 
be *St. Vincent’s. Cockfield Stable’s *Ak- 
bar Khan, beaten a nose by Chevation in 
the 1956 running, came on to win by 114 
lengths from Jabneh. winner of the Hia- 
leah Turf Handicap. 

Little *St. Vincent—Vance says he 
stands 15:2 and weighs about 840 
pounds—couldn’t handle the top weight 
of 125 pounds this time. Though he 
suffered only mild interference on the 
turn, the 6-year-old failed to nail the 
top 3 in his run from last place in a field 
of 10. 


Vance had wanted this one badly. The 
horse was flown across the continent ex- 
pressly for the Dixie. Longden eyes an 
invitation to the Washington, D. C.. Inter- 


On Monday, May 13. Jimmy Jones 
worked Gen. Duke and Iron Liege be- 
tween the first and second races. Iron 
Liege sped 7 furlongs in 1:2435. a mile 
in 1:3745. and galloped out another fur- 
long in 1:5245. Gen. Duke did 7 furlongs 
in 1:27%5, the mile in 1:40+5. and pulled 
up so sore that the exercise boy dismounted 
and led him back to the barn. He was out 
of the Preakness, and probably out of the 
Belmont Stakes. 

Iron Liege’s workout especially 
brisk. Jones had wanted a mile in about 
1:40. and he was flagging the colt down 
at the eighth-pole. where he was 125 
seconds faster than the 46-year-old track 
record. His time for the mile was one- 
fifth second slower than the 24-vear-old 
track record,

NEW YORK 
$80,000 Penalty 


Exercise boy Wesley E. Brite. injured 
in a 1954 training accident. last week was 
awarded $80,000 in his suit against Mrs. 
Elizabeth N. Graham, owner of Maine 
Chance Farm. The award was made by a 


U. S. District Court jury in New York 
City. 

The accident occurred on October 17, 
1954, when Mrs. Graham’s 2-year-old colt 
Star of Roses threw his exercise boy and 
crashed into Mrs. John D. Hertz’s 4-year- 
old filly Speedy Wave, ridden by Brite. 
Brite has not been able to ride since the 
accident. and one of his doctors testified 
that he may never be able to ride again.. 

Mrs. Hertz also has filed a suit against 
Mrs. Graham. since Speedy Wave was 
killed instantly. This suit has not come 
to trial. 


MICHIGAN 


Inglis Bumped Again 
DETROIT. Officials of the Hazel Park 


Racing Association last week had no: de- 
cided on the post time for their 62-day 
meeting which opens May 24, but one 
thing is certain: Whatever the starting 
time, it won’t be the result of any rule 
imposed by state racing commissioner 
James H. Inglis. 

In an almost unprecedented action the 
Michigan legislature overruled Inglis after 
he had ruled that Thoroughbred tracks 
should start no later than 3:30 p.m. 

Only once before had the head of a state 
board been rebuffed so publicly. 

After hearing that the House of Repre- 
sentatives had approved a Senate resolu- 
tion overthrowing his rule, Inglis said, 
“There’s nothing more I can do. I still 
feel the same about twilight racing, and I 
still would like to see the tracks start 
earlier.” 

In recent years the week-day post time 


‘has been 3:45 p.m. 


An ominous note was introduced into 
the whole affair by one state legislator: 


Montpelier’s Nahodah won the Baltimore Spring Handicap, overnight feature of opening day at Pimlico on May 6. Sand 
Boy (7) was second and Obair (4) finished third. The victsry was the first start this year for Nahodah, a half-brother 
to Mandingo, Neji, and Songai. Neji (by “Hunters Moon IV) and Mandingo (by *Princequillo) have both won over $100,000. 
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“This is a matter for the racing associa- 
tions to decide.” said Rep. Michael 
O'Brien. Detroit Democrat. “If they want 
to hold races at midnight, that is their 
privilege under the law as it is written.” 

E. E. Dale Shaffer. president of the 
Michigan Racing Association and James 
Bellanca. vice president of Hazel Park. 
greeted the news with joy. 

“The matter of the post time,” said 
Bellanca. “was not as important as the 
precedent that would have been set by let- 
ting Inglis make his own rules concerning 
how we run our business.”

Suspension Continued 


Trainer Reginald (Reggie) Cornell. 
suspended by Bay Meadows stewards on 
April 24 (The Blood-Horse of May 4, page 
1037) because one of his horses had been 
stimulated. this week had his penalty 
continued to July 24 by the California 
Racing Board. 

Chairman Dwight Murphy said the 
board was not accusing Cornell of ad- 
ministering the stimulant. “This comes 
under the category of personal responsi- 
bility for the condition of a horse under 
Cornell’s jurisdiction,” Murphy said. 

The board also suspended to July 24 
groom Gary Williams, one of Cornell’s em- 
ployees. because of “failure to exercise 
the care required of him to prevent such 
incidents.” Williams. who had not been 
suspended by Bay Meadows stewards, said 
he was with Drifting Abbey, the filly in 
the case the entire day of her race except 
for about 15 minutes when he went to 
lunch. 

Defense witnesses included Willie Shoe- 
maker and Cornell. Shoemaker, who rode 
Drifting Abbey. said he did not notice 
anything unusual about the filly’s action 
during or after the race. Asked if he 
was familiar with the actions of a doped 
horse, Shoemaker said he was not. 

Cornell said he had no knowledge of any 
drug being administered to Drifting Abbey. 
“I couldn't be in each stall 24 hours a 
day,” he said. “Am I supposed to stay in 
the barn and sleep with them?” 


On the 329th Day It Rained 


Los AnceLes. Hollywood Park is proud 
of its lakes. flowers, big crowds, record 
purses. and the fact that it never rains — 
well, almost never — during the Inglewood 
meeting. After 328 consecutive days of 
fast tracks. this record was spoiled when 
a king-sized cloudburst muddied the track 
for the first Saturday card of the new 
season. 

In mid-morning a rainstorm that  sur- 
prised even the weatherman drenched the 
track, changing the course to sloppy. It 
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was the first “off” track at Hollywood 
Park since November 22, 1950, when a 
split meeting was conducted and a portion 
ot the Inglewood meeting was held during 
the fall. 

Many trainers were unable to locate 
horseshoers at the last moment. Others 
had to decide whether to change shoes and 
run, or not change shoes and _ scratch. 
Changing shoes on some horses — particu- 
larly platers, which often are handicapped 
by bad feet —can be a ticklish job. As 
« result. many trainers asked permission 
to seratch, and in all cases the request 
was granted. 

There were 21 late scratches in the pro- 
gram. which must be a record of some 
kind. In addition, there were 14 early- 
morning scratches — also eligibles. ete. — 
which were made before the rains came.

Find’s Premiere

And the last time he was at 
Hollywood Park for an entire meeting, 
in the fall of 1950. he easily topped the 
trainer ranks.

out — 44,595 strong — but many of the 
horses remained in their barns.

Owned by Morris Shapiro and Charley 
Leavitt. who is Buddy’s father, Lightning 
Jack was bid in for $5,700 at the 1955 


Find, the oldest horse in the race, came 
out of the gate like gangbusters, and was 
a close-up third behind Flight History and 
Coverit going down the backstretch. The 
willing gelding made his big run on the 
turn, and was in command at about the 
three-sixteenths pole. 

From then on it was a drive to the 
wire between Find and the favored Llan- 
gollen Farm entry of Social Climber and 
Porterhouse, and although the challengers 
were closing in at the wire, they could 
not catch the Vanderbilt flyer.

ILLINOIS 
Hawthorne Stakes 


Nine stakes with an added value of 
$280.000 have been announced for the 
35-day fall meeting at Hawthorne, opening 
September 3.

Paris. The pattern of the last 10 years. 
when either the Two Thousand or One 
Thousand Guineas fell to a colt or filly 
ranked among the first 10 in the English 
Free Handicap, was continued in 1957. 
In the Two Thousand Guineas, run at 
Newmarket May 1, the runners included 
4 of the first 10 in the Free Handicap — 
Pipe of Peace, Eudaemon, the French colt 
Wayne, and Crepello—as well as _ the 
French Free Handicap leader Tyrone. 
The result was not in the order of the of- 
ficial ranking, but 4 of these 5 were 
among the first 5 across the finish line, 
the third-ranked Eudaemon yielding his 
place to the Free Handicap winner Quo- 
rum, which had been appraised 22 pounds 
below the top-ranked Sarcelle. 

The course was harder than in many 
years, and Balbo, one of the 4 runners 
from France, was scratched; the other 
3— Tyrone, Wayne, and The Prophet — 
waited in vain for the rain-maker. The 
Middle Park winner Pipe of Peace was 
favorite at 10 to 3, and Crepello and 
Wayne were next at 7 to 2, 

A long delay at the start was caused 
by the Irish candidate Chevastrid, which 
unseated his rider and bolted. Tyrone and 
The Prophet also threw their jockeys. but 
were remounted quickly. 

Tyrone, Pipe of Peace, and Eudaemon, 
which led the way from the start, were 
joined quickly by the Tantieme colt 
Brioche. Crepello, which had drawn No. 
15 place at the post, lost some ground in 
moving toward the stands side of the 
course, but soon began gaining on the 
leaders. Brioche and Tyrone led during 
the second quarter, after which Brioche 
faded rapidly. Tyrone hung under pres- 
sure of Crepello’s attack, and Crepello 
went on to win by a half-length from 
the tiring Quorum (Vilmorin—Akimbo, by 
Bois Roussel), which retained only a head 
advantage over Pipe of Peace (Supreme 
Court—Red_ Briar, by Owen Tudor). 
Fourth, about 5 lengths farther back, was 
Tyrone, and Wayne was fifth.

The winner, which now became a short- 
priced favorite for the Derby, was the 
first Two Thousand Guineas winner for 
his breeder and owner Sir Victor Sassoon, 


May 18, 1957 


as well as for trainer Noel Murless and 
jockey Lester Piggott. Sir Victor had 
won the One Thousand Guineas with Ex- 
hibitionnist and Honeylight, the Oaks with 
Exhibitionnist, and the Derby with Pinza. 
Perhaps the highest honcrs were due 
to Crepello’s dam. Crepuscule had raced 
once unplaced at 2, and in the last of her 
4 starts at 3 she had won a 114-mile race 
at Hurst Park. Her first foal was the 
1956 One Thousand Guineas winner 
Honeylight (by Honeyway), and the sec- 
ond was the Two Thousand Guineas win- 
ner Crepello. The only mares which had 
done better were Filagree and her daugh- 
ter Cobweb, each of which produced 3 
Guineas winners. Eight others have landed 
the double: the sisters Prudence and Pope 
Joan, Zaida, Paradigm, Queen Bertha, Ar- 
aucaria, Devotion, and Lily Agnes. 


Red Sunset. the dam of Crepuscule, 
ran 6 times at 3 and 6 times at 4, winning 
a 114-mile maiden plate and _ finishing 
eighth in the Cesarewitch. She produced 
4 winners. The next dam. Dulce (As- 
terus—Dorina. by La Farina), bred in 
France. was second in the Prix Robert 
Papin at 2 and second in the Poule d’Essai 
des Pouliches at 3. Her 4 winners include: 
Mehmany (dam of Shikampur, Bagicheh, 
and Shikar) and Sweetner (dam of the 
1949 Argentinian Derby winner Swing). 
Dulce’s dam, the noted Dorina, won the 
Grand Criterium, Prix de Diane, and Prix 
Vermeille, and produced the successful 
sires Astrophel and Fox Cub. 

Fortunately for Crepello and his con- 
nections, his sire is not lacking in sta- 
mina, as was Honeyway. Donatello II 
won the Italian Derby and Gran Premio

di Milano before finishing second in the 
Grand Prix de Paris; he is the sire of the 
Ascot Gold Cup winners Alycidon and 
Supertello, and of the 1944 One Thousand 
Guineas winner Picture Play. which broke 
down in the Oaks. 


France First, U. S. Second, Ireland Third 


Among the 20 fillies which started for 
the One Thousand Guineas on May 3 were 
2 from France, Rose Royale and the 
American-bred Sensualita; and 2 from 
Ireland, Angelet and Silken Glider. The 
French runners were first and second; 
the Irish, third and fifth. 

Angelet (Nimbus—Toujours, by Cillas), 
which went to the post favorite at 4 to 1. 
had won the Tattersall Sale Stakes and 
had been third to Sarcelle and Taittinger 
in a somewhat unfortunate race in the 
Cheveley Park Stakes. She was the second 
filly in both the English and Irish Free 
Handicaps. 

Orycida took the lead from Nagaika 
after going half the one-mile distance. and 
at .400 yards from the post had Silken 
Glider and Nagaika next behind her. But 
the main attack was just taking shape at 
this point. Rose Royale moved out to win 
by a length and a half over Prince Aly 
Khan’s Sensualita (Polynesian—Peace of 
Mind, by *Beau Pere). Angelet was 
third, 2 lengths farther back, with Car- 
rozza, Silken Glider, and Nagaika next. 

It was the Aga Khan’s first One Thou- 
sand Guineas victory, despite the fact that 
the great owner-breeder had tried with 36 
other fillies. He had finished second with 
Cos, Mumtaz Mahal, and Tambara; third 
with Firouze Mahal; and fourth with 
Qurrat-al-Ain, Ann of Austria, and *Uva. 
The 1929 running fell to Taj Mah, but 
only after the Aga Khan had sold her to 
Roger Guthmann. 

The young French trainer Alec Head. 
in sending out both the first and second 
in the One Thousand Guineas, brought 
off a feat paralleled only twice in the 
last 40 years, by Alec Taylor with Saucy 
Sue and Miss Gadabout in 1925 and by 
Jack Jarvis with Happy Laughter and 
Tessa Gillian in 1953.

*Rose of Yeroda, the dam, ran 7 times 
at 2 and was 4 times unplaced, despite a 
good show in big races; she won twice 


and was second once. She made one start 
at 3, finishing fifth in the One Thousand 
Guineas Trial Stakes, and never ran again. 
Rose Royale was her first foal. She was 
sold last year to Rex C. Ellsworth. of 
California, who also got a full brother 
to the One Thousand winner. 

*Hastra, the second dam, won a 
nursery handicap in 6 starts at 2, the 
only year she raced. Her first foal, the 
Turkhan filly Astrakhan, was given to the 


Queen. *Rose of Yeroda was next. The 
Queen. *Rose of Yeroda was next; she 
and all the others. including *Akbuar 


Khan. were sent to the U. S. The third 
dam. Silver Birch (Blandford—Bachelora, 
by Bachelor’s Double), won the Haverhill 
Stakes at Newmarket. She traces to the 
Gallinule mare Honora, dam of the Grand 
Prix de Paris winner Lemonora and 
known in the U. S. as granddam of Pilate 
and ancestress of Cosmic Bomb, Ace Ad- 
miral, Helioscope, and others. 

Rose Royale appears to have the stam. 
ina necessary for the Oaks. Sensualita is 
engaged in the Oaks, but is an intended 
starter for the Irish One Thousand Gui- 
neas and the Coronation Stakes. 

With regard to stamina, it is interesting 
to note that Crepello is by an Italian sire 
from a mare by a French sire, and that 
Rose Royale represents a French-Italian 
cross; also that 3 of these sires ran in the 
Grand Prix de Paris at 3,000 meters. 
Mieuxce and Nearco won it, and Donatello 
II was second to the Prix du Jockey 
Club winner Clairvoyant. As for Prince 
Bio, his career was halted by an accident 
after he had won the Prix Daru-Noailles 
and the Poule d’Essai. The close associa- 
tion between the 17%-mile Grand Prix de 
Paris and the one-mile Guineas may be 
construed as another warning to speed 
fans.
